eeping a Psion computer in your pocket gives you the instant ability to write out a 
letter or memo, work through some figures on a spreadsheet or look up an address, 
but it can also be so much more. 




Street planning 

Digging out a map or A-Z book every time you embark 
on a journey is now both outdated and unnecessary. 

Palmtop BV's Street Planner '99, a new program for the 
Series 5, will guide you around any town or city in the UK, 
right down to every backstreet and alley. Once you have 
loaded data for the required areas from the installation CD 
onto your Series 5, just select the town or city for which you 
need directions, and type in the street names of your start 
and finish points. The software will then calculate the 
quickest route whether driving or walking: if driving it uses 
your preferred driving speeds from a 'preferences' file, and if 
walking it ignores any one way streets on the route. The 
optimum route is then shown as a highlighted trace on a 
detailed on-screen map, and as a list of detailed directions, 
telling you precisely what turns to take and the appropriate 
street names and road numbers. Given this level of detail it's 
virtually impossible to get lost, and complete routes can be 
printed out or saved for future reference.

Street Planner '99 can be customised in many ways, 
including the entry of commonly used points for instant 
access and addition of places of interest in 'overlays' which 
can then be viewed at the press of a key. 

Streets or areas of known congestion can be avoided when 
planning your route and the map can always be zoomed and 
panned at will. 

Apart from the comprehensive UK-only version (with maps 
for around 1500 towns and cities), a continental European 
edition is also available, giving extensive coverage of 
Belgium, The Netherlands, Luxembourg, Germany and 
Switzerland, together with the major cities in the remainder 
of Western Europe.

Route planning 

More traditional route planning software (i.e. to guide you 
between towns rather than within them) is available for both 
Series 3 and Series 5 computers. Whether you need the 
quickest route from Purley to Penzance or the shortest route 
between Gillingham and Glasgow, your trusty Psion can help. 



Route Planner comes from the same company as Street 
Planner '99, and shares its easy-to-use interface and 
extensive configurability. Available on SSD for the Series 3 
range, you can purchase the UK and Ireland, 
France/Switzerland and Benelux countries or 
Germany/Austria as separate packages. The Series 5 version 
comes on CD-ROM, with 17 European countries (or North 
America and Mexico) included in the single package. This 
can even be used to plan routes between countries - if you 
ask it to calculate the route from Aberdeen to Zurich it will 
take account of the appropriate Channel crossing, and 
seamlessly guide you from country to country on the way. 


FawnBench's Geographical Database is another UK route 
planner, which even integrates with their separate AA Hotel 
Guide software - giving the precise location of the 4000+ 
AA-inspected hotels listed in the guide. 








Shareware programs also offer more limited geographical 
information. Psi-Mapper GB, also available in versions for 
Ireland, France and London, is better described as a 'GIS' or 
Geographic Information System, as it doesn't offer detailed 
route planning, instead limiting itself to less detailed maps 
containing major roads and overlays of useful interest points. 
These include sports grounds, popular hotel and restaurant 
chains, leisure facilities and much more. Designed to 
complement rather than replace true route planning software, 
this bargain shareware should find a place on every traveller's 
Series 3 or Series 5.

NAVIGATING WITH GPS 

Did you know that you can attach your Psion to a small 
device that will display your current position to an accuracy 
of better than 100 metres? 

A GPS, or Global Positioning System, is about the size of a 
mobile telephone and can be connected to a Series 3 or 
Series 5 using a special cable. It works by receiving signals 
from two or more of 24 special satellites placed into orbit by 
the U.S. military for their own use. There is no connection 
fee to pay once you have bought your GPS receiver, and it 
will work anywhere in the world, provided that you are 
outdoors and that two or more satellites are unobscured by 
mountains, hills or other obstructions. 

In simple terms the small device just examines its position 
relative to those satellites that are overhead at the time, 
and calculates its exact location from the satellites’ 
known positions. 



The GPS by itself will display either latitude and longitude 
readings or a rudimentary map, but when linked to your 
Psion running any of the programs described in the previous 
article, it will display a moving cross-hair cursor to show 
your exact position on the map. 

Each of the programs has its own menu options to enable 
GPS connection, but it's simply a question of reading the 
instructions that came with the program.

Games Deluxe for the Series 3 range offers a compendium 
of six games, each with a different balance of strategy, hand- 
to-eye coordination and chance. Stigma and Horace are 
primarily arcade style games, but both with a puzzle element 
to satisfy the strategist. Fiveoak is similar to Poker Dice, 
thus requiring a good degree of skill to select the 
appropriate hand for each dice throw. Logjam and Pushpop 
are patience card games with a skill element attached, and 
the unconventional Fruit is a pure logic puzzle, requiring the 
player to juggle 12 objects until they all match. Spotting the 
logical pattern behind the movement of the pieces is a tricky 
business, particularly with 32 progressive play levels to 
work through.

Games Arcade offers no less than five strategy gameswithin 
a single package. Taking an enhanced version of Stigma 
from the Series 3 platform and a graphically impressive 
update to the original Series 3 Fairway golf game, the three 
remaining games are all high on strategy: 



Bomz5 is another development of an original Series 3 game 
(from the older Psion Games 3a), posing a compelling 
100-level puzzle. Each progressive level brings new 
maze-like layouts to traverse, complete with an array 
of elaborate obstacles, bomb-tiles and more. Some of the 
levels simply require the player to solve the maze while 
others involve fleeing from obstacles, bringing in a subtle 
element of dexterity. 



For the puzzle fan, TacTile promises to keep the brain active. 
The basic premise is to flatten the tiles on the playing board 
so they are all at the same level. Of course, each time a 
raised tile is depressed (with a convenient tap of the Series 5 
pen) another one will probably pop up, tilt, or otherwise 
upset the very order you are trying to create. An offbeat 
(and sometimes infuriating) challenge, but great fun. 


For motor racing enthusiasts, Team Psion is a must. Manage 
your own Formula 1 team through an entire racing season: 
planning budgets, keeping those primadonna drivers happy, 
and adjusting car settings through free practice, qualifying 
and race day. Keeping both of your team's cars running to 
the end of a race is tough, and judging pit stops and tyre 
selections to keep you at the front of the pack is even harder.
